Mr. Brooke is well known | 
to excel in this method of teaching, as all who attend the Keswick Conference 
can testify, and the Bible-reading he gave on Psalm crrxiii. will long be | 
remembered by all who heard it. No advocacy of the principle of the Evangelical ! 
Alliance could be more effective than the exposition of that Psalm which begins — 
with ‘* Behold how good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell together in 
anity,” and most profitable was the unfolding of the details of that beautiful . 
psalm and the application of these details to Christian life. Most striking of all 
perhaps was the explanation of the illustration of the dew of Hermon deseending | 
upon the mountains of Zion. Far off from Zion, beyond the northern extremity 
of the land, rose the lofty summit of Mount Hermon, whose snow melting under | 
the sun's rays gave out that moisture which found its way through the atmosphere | 
even to Mount Zion (which moans the parched or thirsty one) and a |

world was clearly pointed out in Scripture and its observance earnestly urged 
upon Christians. The dangerous tendency of the present day to conformity to 
the world was well and ably exposed, and many of the evil doctrines as well as 
practices, which are corrupting the Churches, were traced to this source. Mr. 
Fuller Gooch pressed home his points upon his hearers with much earnestness 
and solemnity, and deep seemed to be the impression produced by his faithfal 
address. If the Bible-reading of the first day brought us to t Zion, the 
place of blessing, where the Lord hath commanded His blessing, even life for 
evermore, this second day's Bible-reading warned the possessors of this blessing 
to avoid the blighting influences of companionship with the world, and showed 
how incompatible is the citizenship of Zion with that of Babylon. 


The address of the Rev. F. A. C. Lillingston on “ The Finished Work” was 
a valuable testimony to the fact that the Alliance is an Evangelical one, and as 
such is not ashamed of the foundation truth of the Gospel—the fiuished work of 
Christ. He gave an appropriate illustration of how the perfect character of the 
salvation obtained by believing in Christ is yet compatible with much imperfec- 
tion, weakness, and short-coming in the believer himself: “A man in 8 
life-boat nearly dead and being restored to animation by all manner of means, 
wet through, so weak that he cannot sit up, is not perfect; but he is perfectly 


_ saved from the waters, and is safe for the shore to which he is being borne.” Nor 


was his testimony to the value of the ever-living Priesthood of Christ less distinct 
than to His finished sacrifice: ‘‘ Let us rest upon this finished work with all our 
weight, and indeed it is heavy. This is meant to be the resting-place for the 
souls of men. Neither scepticism nor superstition can give rest. All mens’ 
systems of priestcraft fail to give rest to thinking souls. They perish, bat the 
Priesthood of Christ remains.” 

‘The Rev. Dr. Waller, Principal of St. John’s Hall, Highbury, gave an 
interesting address on ‘the expectation of our Lord’s coming as a bond of union 
amongst Christians,” and very successfully accomplished the difficult feat of 
treating thatwhich is too often a cause of discord among Christians as if it were, 
perhaps we should say—should be, a bond of union. He wisely abstained from 
going into those details upon which Christians differ, and dwelt only upon that 
general aspect of Christ’s return which is set forth in Phil. fii. 20, where the 
Christian's heavenly citizenship is connected with his expectation of a Saviour 


from heaven. He alluded to the many signs around us that the coming of the 


Lord draweth nigh, and pointed out how such # eommon hope should draw 
together the hearts of those who cherish it. His illustration of what was meant 
by “our citizenship is im heaven,” taken from the legitimate pride of these 
Philippians as & colony in their Romaneitizenship, as shown in Acts xvi. 21, was 
very good. It would be well if the citizens of the Heavenly City were as zealous 
as were the Philippians in refysing, as teachers, those who “teach customs which 
are not lawful for us to receive neither to observe, being Romans.” =

The subject of Mr, Fuller Gooch’s Bible-reading was 1 John v. 4; and very 
faithful were the words of warning which he spoke as to the necessity of faith, if it 
be genuine, overcoming the world instead of being, as it so often seems rather to 
be, overcome by the world. The line of separation betwixt the Church and the | 
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In his admirable addréss on “ the duty of true believers, in view of the 
insidious advance of Ritualism, and Romanism, and Rationalism,” the Rev. 
Talbot Greaves made some wise remarks on the denominational selfishness, 
which so often leads Christians to feel no interest or sympathy with the straggles 
of their brethren in another denomination against some form of evil from which 
they imagine their own denomination to be free. Thus the Churchman leaves it, 
and that unconcernedly, to the Nonconformist to struggle with Rationalism ; 
while he confines his attention to Ritualism as the only evil he cares to oppose. 
And 80 vice versa, “It is a slur upon our Christianity, that you scarcely see 
any glimmerings of commiseration for what is wrong in each other's 
churches,” . . . “Nay, 80 poor and wretched a thing is our fallen nature, 
that I fear we have almost regarded with satisfaction the evils prevailing in 
religious bodies other than our own.” This is a serious evil, which it is well 
to have pointed out, and nowhere could it be more appropriately exposed, than 
on the platform of the Evangelical Alliance. 7 


We have been so occupied with the Bath Conference that we have almost 
overlooked the ‘valuable testimony to Protestant truth afforded by the 
last month at Brighton of the National Protestant Congress. That Brighton of 
all places needs to be enlightened on this subject none can doubt who know how 
insidiously what is virtually Romanism in principle is secretly at work within 
many of the churches there. Sir 8. Arthur Blackwood's opening address gave 
the tone to the subsequent meeting, earnestly advocating spirituality of mind in 
dealing with the evils which they need to oppose, and avoidance of harsh and 


- unchristian modes of attacking error, ever distinguishing between the system and 


those who in many cages are the slaves of the system, and whose subjection to it 
calls rather for pity than for hatred. The meeting seems to have been a most 
successful one. We wish well to this and every effort to awaken our country to a 
sense of its danger owing to the alarming advances of Romish teaching within the 
Church of England. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury in speaking of Ireland at the Rhyl Church 
Congress made an’unfortunate blunder which has been the subject of a corre- 
spondence between him and Lord Plunket, Archbishop of Dublin. He stated 
that the Protestants of Ireland numbered but one-tenth of the population of that 
country, whereas in fact they number about one-fourth! His answer is that he 
confined his calgulation to members of the Episcopal Church, but even so the 
Archbishop of Dublin shows by statistics that he should have said an eighth, and 
his Grace owns his mistake by saying ‘‘I am much obliged to you for correcting 
‘one-tenth’ to ‘ one-eighth.’” Happily the Protestants of Ireland are in numbers 
double even this advanced estimate; and in education, wealth, industry and 
prosperity are very far in advance of their Roman Catholic fellow-countrymen. 


A remarkable proclamation has been recently issued by the Japanese Minister 


of Home Affairs lecturing the Buddhist priesthood of the country for partisan- 
ship, aind’“* disgracefal straggles for worldly honours and profits.” The Home 
Minister points out that “‘ such conduct is surely not worthy of priests,” and they 
are exhorted to “ sealously reform their own conduct, and by their example 
correct the evil ¢xample of others.” They‘aré warned that if they do not aniend 
their ways they will “feél only shame when they appear in the presence of their 


virtuous ancestors.” And:their censor adds: ‘ We trust that there will be an 


immediate awakening from lethargy, and that the peace of this religious body will 
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be strictly maintained for the future.” It is novel (says the Times which reports 
this) to find a priesthood warned by an official, for in Japan the warnings have 
been the other way, and it is now centuries since a government interfered ; 
to correct the conduct of priests.” We trust that it may prove an indication of 
the weakening of the power of the priesthood, and that the way for the spread of 
the Gospel in Japan may be facilitated thereby. 


The prospects of the famine-stricken inhabitants of Russia become increas- 
ingly gloomy, as the famine spreads and‘as the approach of the intense cold of a 
Russian winter draws near. Every sympathy must be felt for the poor sufferers, 
but very little can be accorded to the Government whose cruel persecution of the 
Jews and Christian dissenters from the Greek Church seems to call down the 
jndgments of God upon the land. God said to Abraham of old: “I will curse 
them that curse thee.” And as the Russian Government is both the 
natural and the spiritual seed of Abraham, it cannot be wondered at that this 
sore judgment which impends over Russia should be sent. We look in vain for 
any movement on the part of the Archbishop of Canterbury, or the other Bishops 
who fraternize with the Greek Church, to express to their Episcopal brethren in 
Bussia their sense of the evil of these persecutions. Their apathy resembles that . 
ef the Priest and the Levite of the parable, who, when the poor wounded } 
Samaritan appealed silently for sympathy, ‘‘ passed by on the other side.” Surely 
Churches which publicly fraternize might be expected to have some influence one 
with the other in an appeal for mercy to those who are being so cruelly 
persecuted. 

An esteemed correspondent, who takes # great interest in the uni- 
versal observance of the Week of Prayer, makes a suggestion which 
we think valuable, and doubtless some of our readers may have an 
opportunity of carrying it out. The proposal is that copies of the Week 
of Prayer programme should be placed on board ocean-going passenger vessels, 
so that the numerous Christian people, who are necessarily travelling by 
steamers during the first week in the year, may be reminded of the fact 
that tens of thousands of their fellow-Christians in all lands, and speaking 
a vast number of languages, are taking part in the world-wide concert of prayer 
which ushers in the new year. It is believed that many would gladly unite in the 
observance privately in their cabins, where it is not possible to arrange fora —~ 
gathering even of the “ two or three.” We gladly give publicity to this suggestion 
—having had so many proofs of the great blessing which God has caused to 
follow the observance of the Universal Week of Prayer in many lands—and 
especially in mission fields. 


THE INCLUSIVENESS OF CHRISTIAN BROTHERHOOD.* 


Ti & object of the Evangelical Alliance is often 
misunderstood. It is sometimes supposed to be an 
attempt to produce a fusion or amalgamation of 
existing orthodox denominations. It has no such 
aim, nor did the honoured founders nor do the 
present members of the Alliance contemplate or 
desire such a result.
